THIRD REPORT 


OF THE STANDING | COMMITTEE ON COUNTY BUILDINGS AND 
PROPERTY. 


Y'o the Warden and Members of the Council ef the County of Oxford: 
GENTLEMEN:-— 
Your Committee beg to report as follows:— 


Ist. Your Committee under the management of their Chair- 
man have fully completed the sewerage and water connections 
with the Goal ordered by the December Session of this 
Council of 1894, and your Committee believe the drainage 
is now in a very efficient condition, and all that will be required 
for many years to come. The inspector of prisons on the occas- 
ion of his last visit examined the work and expressed his entire 
satisfaction with same. The cost of the work as proposed by 
the Report adopted in the December Session amounted to 
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$632.29, this being $67.71 less than the appropriation then 
made, namely $700, but the alterations ordered in the June Ses- 


sion of this year necessitating the purchase of another metre . 
and some increase in the costs of the hoppers and pipes have in- 
creased the outlay $82.26 making the total cost $714.55. Prison 
labor was used as much as possible in the construction of 


the work and reduced the cost to a considerable extent.

The improvements in the ventilation of the Court Room re- 
ferred to in your Committees’ Report at its last Session have 
been made and the Court Room is now much more confortable. 


The other improvements ordered have also all been completed.

2nd. As directed by the Council at its June Session, our 
man has procured plans and specifications for the proposed 
changes to the Goaler’s residence. Your Committee have bad 
these plans under consideration, and believe the changes pro- 
posed are necessary, and would be a great improvement to the 
house, but in view of the fact that the work eould not be c¢on- 
veinently proceeded with during the winter season, we would 
recommend that further action be postponed until the January 
Session of 1696.

Your Committee met on call of the Warden, in the Clerk’s 
office, on the 9th October last. Mr. Durkee, in the absence of

OF STANDING COMMITTEE OW MANAGEMENT HOUSE OF REFUGE.

‘Po the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Oxford: 


GENTLEMEN,— 


Since making our report at the June Session, the building 
and improvements then authorized have been completed at the 
estimates then made. The refrigerator then mentioned has still 
to be put in, as it was deemed unadvisable to go to the expense 
until a place for the storage of a supply of ice- was provided. 
This your committee would recommend to be built at once. 
In the matter of procuring an estimate of the cost of fitting up 
the present Hospital with baths, ete., your Committee felt that 
it would be useless expense, as the present water supply is very 
little more than is now required, and as we had before poivted 
out, there is little room for doubt that a separate one storey 
building will bave to be provided for hospital purposes, es- 
pecially if some of the persons admitted are as helpless as some 


of those received in the past. We have also had storm windows 


-and doors placed where most needed, with a view to economizing 


in fuel. 


The place at first selected as a burial ground, being found 
unsuitable, we have selected another in a much more convenient 
and suitable location, and have had it fenced. We have also 
instructed the Manager to procure material for making coffins, 
and to have some made and kept on band, as the dispusal of 


the inmates after death has been a source of constant trouble. 


The hay and grain mentioned in our last report has been 
disposed of, realizing the sum of $350.00, which has been paid 


over to the County Treasurer. 
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The crops on the farm have turned out very well for the 
seasou, and there is aun abundance of vegetables on hand. 


Some 12 acres of the new land, at the rear of the farm, 
have been summer fallowed, and is sown t» fall wheat. Con- 
siderable draining has been done, and a number of fruit trees 
planted. | 


We have eugaged the farm hand for the winter months, at 
_ $12.50 per month. The one female servant receives $8.00 per 
month. . 


We beg to call the attention of those making commitments 
to the fact that children between the age of 2 and 16 years are 
not now eligible as inmates. There are now three inmates of 
this class, but places can likely be found for two of them in a 
short time. | | 


The namber of inmates is at present 41 males and 22 fe- 
males, and provision will soon bave to be made for a further 
supply: of beds, bedding, and clothing.

REPORT OF MANAGER OF HOUSE OF REFUGE 


To the Warden and Members of the Municipal Council of the County of Oxford: 


GENTLEMEN,— 


I have the honor of making the following report for the 
House of Refuge and Industrial Farm. 


Since making my report in June we have had five deaths, 
they all being very old people. The first was Mr.James Chand- 
ler,on July 17th, he was 86 years old, born in England: commit- 
ted by Reeve Murray, Township of Blenheim, June 19th, 1895. 
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The second George Dawson, Sep. 2ith. He did not know 
his age, nor where he was born, or anything else. I should think 
he.was over 80 years old; was committed by Reeve Murray, 


Township of Blenheim, Jan. 25th, 1895. 
| . 


The third was Samuel Coulter, on Aug. 13th, 87 years old, 
was committed by Reeve Ross, Township of West Zorra, Mar. 
Ist, 1894. 


_ The fourth was Robert Stewart, on Aug. 27th, 1895, he was 
about 100 years old, committed by Reeve Nancekivel, Township 
of Dereham, Aug. 29th, 1894. 


The fifth was Mrs. Jessie Douglas, on Aug. 28th. She 
was about 100 years cld, was committed by Ex-Reeve Williams, 
M. D., town of Iugersoll, Sep. 5th, 1893. 


Talso take the liberty of reporting what we have been doing 
through the year. We put in 27 acres of oats, seeded down 8 
acres of it to clover and timothy and itis looking well. Also 
seeded in the Spring 11 acres of fall wheat to clover, the timothy 


being sown in the fall. We had 5 acres of field corn, $ acre of 


beans, 4 acre of Western corn, 4 acre of mangolds, 4 acre field 
carrots, 3 acres of potatoes, 2 acres turnips, 2000 cabbage & 
cauliflower, 50 tomato plants, 20 bush garden beets, 20 busb. 
garden carrots, 20 bush onions, 10 bush parsnips, lot of pump- 
kins, squash, cucumbers etc. We also set out about 2 
acres of plums, pears, cherry trees, blackberries, raspberries, 
gooseberries, currants, grapes, rhubarb, etc. 


We summer followed, cleared up and drained 12 acres of 
old swale which had never had anything done to it but take off 
the wood. It 1s now a fine looking piece ot fall wheat. The 
whole of the above has been kept clear of weeds and thoroughly 
cultivated. 


We have made quite a lot of board, rail and wire fence, 
picked up and drawn off the field over 100 loads of stone, drawn 
one hundred loads of earth to fill in and around new ‘building. 
Also over 200 loads of earth to fill in and widen lawns in front 
of Refuge. 
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a 


We have brought from Woodstock about 200 loads of man- 
ure, a great deal of which we paid for in straw off the place. __ 


We have fall ploughed 30 acres, kept clean’ and cultivated | 


120 rods of hedge fence. Raised and fatted nine nice pigs 
which are still in the pens, raised 2 calves. 100 chickens and six 


turkeys. enough for Christmas. We are fattening 1 cow, winter- 


ing over 12 head of cattle, 3 horses, 50 chickens, 3 turkeys. 


We have done our best with the help we had in looking af- 
ter the feeding, clothing and keeping clean the inmates; keeping 
warm and clean a large building; caring for and waiting upon a 
Hospital full of helpless ones, two or three of which were a ter- 
rible task for a good part of the year, but it is better now. 


By the Ist of Jan. next we will have shown through the 
buildiug about 2000 visitors for the year, no smail task for one 
person. 


We have changed the situation of our cemetery on the farm 
and removed the two bodies from the old to the new one, around 
which a first class fence bas beeu placed. 


We now have a good building which was very much needed 
for the housing of our pigs, chickens, implements, vehicles, ete, 


which will be a great help in the care and comfort of the animals, © 


and add many years to the lasting qualities of the building. 


Six storm doors and 22 storm windows have just been put 
in place which will add much to the comfort of the inmates and 
warmth of the building. 


We are yet much in need of a building near the House to be 
used as a smoke house, fumigator, ice house, and for driving two 
or three rigs in while people are on business or visiting the insti 
tution. 


We put in the barn about 20 tons of first class hay from 20 
acres. Qur crops this year have been good for the season. We 
give our ground thorough cultivation before putting any crops in 
and we think in two or three year more we shall be able to raise 
as good crops 4s any iu the county. bi 
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During the year we should have been a happy familv if it had 
not been for two men who have made it disagreeable for the in- 
mates on the men’s side, by continually finding fault with every- 
one that says anything good or does anything good. They neither 
have any claim upon this county for therr support and it would 
be better for the morality of the inmates, and for the best in- 
terests of the institution if they were discharged. 


- Jf thank ali the officials in connection with the institution, 
who have so ably assisted usin our work and management. 
Also ail kind friends who have done so much for theinmates by 
their kind words and gifts. May they be will repaid.

And, whereas, very many of such actions are brought by ir- 
responsible persons, and after trial and investigation by the ie 
Courts, are found to be most frivolous, and of such a nature that 
they should never have been brought to court. — 


And, whereas, by such actions being brought of the nature — 
referred to, Municipalities have been put to enormous expense 
and unnecessary trouble in defending said actions. Therefore 
your Memorialists are strongly of the opinion that the law 
should be amended, so as to provide that in the future all ac- 
tions brought. by parties claiming damages for accidents hap- 
pening on the streets or highways in any Municipality, should 
be decided and settled by a Court of Arbitration (from which 
there shall be no appeal); and your memorialists are further of 
the opinion that the Court of Arbitrators, so proposed, should — 
be composed as follows:—One arbitrator to be chosen by the 
party bringing the action, another by the Municipality inter- 
ested, and a third (if necessary) to be chosen by the other two, 
who must be a duly qualified Magistrate, not a ratepayer or resi- j 
dent of the municipality interested. ps oe
